Boston, Mass.—There are two ways 


to play the' political game a fort- 
bight before an election—one is to 


' .exude confidence and scare the opposi- 


tion Into a. breakdown of morale and 
the other is to confess fear ot defeat 
and frighten the stay-at-home voters 
of one's party into registration and 
voting. 


The second of these is the course 


being pursued by the managers of 
the campaign of Senator William M. 
Butler, chairman of the Republican 
national committee, whose burden is 
just twice as heavy as that of any 
other senatorial candidate. For he is 
not only making the race for him- 
tself but for President Calvin Coolidg^. 
Against him is former Senator David 
Walsh who made in 1924, a phenom- 
enal run against Speaker Gillette. Al- 
though' Mr. Coolidge carded his own 
state by more than 400,000, Mr. Walsh 
lost out by the relatively small mar- 
gin of 18,000. 


WALSH MAY WIN 


-If Mr. "Walsh is as popular today as 
he was two years ago, he will win 
the election easily. For Senator But- 
ler, while a. stronger candidate than 
Mr. i.Gi?lette,- is not hundreds-cff thou- 
sands" of votes stronger.1

» But is Mr. Walsh as popular as he 
\ra.s two years ago? 
The friends of 
'the former senator claim he is but 
privately many of them admit he is 
not. Assuming then that he has lost 
strength, again the question of how 
much must be answered. And.this 
Is the indetermined 
factor in 
the 


election as the moment. 


TWO CHIEF ARGUMENTS 


Supporting the theory that Senator 


Walsh has lost votes are two prin- 
cipal arguments—one that he was 
entrenched in office and had actually 
been in contact \\ith the voters and 
their group leaders almost continu- 
ously for six years and prior to that 
was an active figure as governor of 


, Massachusetts but in the last two 
' years ho has suffered the disadvant- 


age of being out of office coupled 
with the supposed advantage of "lay- 
ing low" and withholding his candi- 
dacy till the last moment. 


The other argument is that the 


Republicans who voted for Senator 
Walsh in 1924 could do so and at the 
same time express their confidence in 
Calvin Coolidge by a direct vote for 
him. 
Today the Republican voters 


are asked to express their support 
of Mr. Coolidgo through a vote in 
favor of Senator Butler. 


WALSH DREW FROM G. 0. P. 
Everyone admits that Mr. Walsh 


has always drawn largely from 
the 


Republican party. He has had cer- 
tain troubles inside his own party 
and has never identified himself with 
some of the "machine" elements that 
have governed Boston's democracy. 


Why should Republicans vote for 


Senator Walsh other than reasons of 
personal belief in him? The only 
issue of national 
importance raised 


thus far is the prohibition question 
and Senator Butler's alleged opposi- 
tion to labor. 
Here and there too 


are laboring men who cherish against 
Mr. Coolidge the grudge of the po-

gan. 


There can be no recovery in Eu- 


rope, the manifesto .declares, until the 
politicians realize that "m time of 
peace our neighbors are our custom- 
ers and that their prosperity is 
condition of our own well being.

HARNESSING THE WOLF RIVER 
The most important issue in the con- 


troversy between conservationists and 
power interests over 
harnessing the 


waterpo%ver of the Wolf river in the Me- 
nominee reservation is whether the state, 
that is the people, will be better served by 
conserving- the beauties of the river, with 
its millions of fish, or permitting these 
beauties and these fish to be destroyed in 
order to furnish electric power. All other 
considerations are of secondary impor- 
tance. 


A power company is seeking a permit 


from the government to make a survey o£ 
the river to determine whether it will be 
advisable and profitable to build dams and 
construct a power plant. 
The company 


wants the exclusive right to make this 
survey for s. period of three years during 
which no one else will be permitted to 
study the situation. 


There is nothing harmful in granting 


the right to make the survey, but on the 
surface there does not appear to be a rea- 
son for an exclusive right to make this 
survey. There should be no valid objec- 
tion to another corporation, or to the state 
or federal governments making a survey 
at the same time.-Xn fact there are sever- 
al go"od reasons why the governments 
should'make such a survey so that the 
angle of the people can be presented to 
the authorities when "the power corpora- 
tion presents its report. It is' hardly con- 
ceivable that the interests of the beauty 
loving public will be given much consid- 
eration in the recommendation of the 
power company and haphazard testimony 
from nature lovers, without an accurate 
knowledge of conditions, will have little 
bearing in influencing those who have 
final determination of the matter. 


It would be a pity if the wonderful 


scenic beauties of the Wolf river are ruth- 
lessly sacrificed without consideration for 
the greatest public good. There are few 
such spots left in this state as the Wolf 
river of the Menominee reservation, with 
its deep gorges, its waterfalls and its rap- 
ids. It is one of the most remarkable 
works of nature in the entire middlewest. 
sThere is nothing maudlin or sentimental 
in arguing that these beauty spots should 
be conserved for posterity. It is conceiv- 
able that our children and our children's 
children- will get as much out of these 
beauty spots, properly preserved, a's they 
would obtain from a power plant which 
would destroy them. 


This matter deserves careful 
public 


consideration. It isn't a question merely 
for the power companies and a handful of 
nature lovers and sportsmen. It is some- 
thing for every one to think about and to 
be heard upon. If the Wolf river and its 
beauties are lost to the people forever it 
will be because the people neglected to 
show that they wanted to save them. 


THE STATUS OF EDUCATION 
Public education in the United States 


is a local and not a federal function and 
should remain so.. Despite the constant 
drift toward a federal bureaucracy in this 
matter the people as a whole will not 
favor such a move. They insist that the 
responsibility for the maintenance and op- 
eration of school systems lies with 
the 


state, county, township and municipal 
governments and they are right in that 
attitude. 
• 


The federal government is not insen- 


sible to this feeling and Secretary of the 
Interior Hubert Work recently revealed 
this when he stated that while the United 
States bureau of education does undertake 
.the promotion of education throughout 
the country, its mission is not to operate 
the public school systems, but merely to 
serve as a clearing house for the dissemi- 
nation of educational information. 


If this course be followed sincerely the 


bureau will be able to accomplish much 


in the coordination of the educational fa- 
cilities and methods of the entire country. 
As a clearing house the bureau will fill an 
important position in our educational 
scheme, but if it is to undertake its work 
with the idea of some day actually direct- 
ing the education destinities of the nation, 
then it is wrong. 


The government's education bureau 


maintains a staff of specialists who survey 
all fields of education and on request in- 
vestigate municipal, county and state 
systems, making recommendations for 
courses of study and revision of systems. 
It also collects and publishes statistics re- 
garding every feature of education in the 
United States. Thus, it is within the pow- 
er of the bureau to serve the duly consti- 
tuted educational authorities in the vari- 
ous sections in a purely advisory capacity. 
We should, however, watch that the-scope 
of this bureau does not gradually 
en- 


croach more and more upon the 
power 


and discretion of our local authorities. 


GUARDING THE MAILS 


Following the 
sensational $300,000 


mail robbery at Elizabeth, N. J., the post- 
office department announces it will use 
the armed forces of the country to what- 
ever extent may be necessary to stop 
these depredations. 
The United States 


marines are to guard the mails pending 
the organization of a larger armed force 
for this specific purpose. These guards are 
to be instructed to shoot to kill on the 
slightest interference with or suspicious 
action toward the mail service. Further- 
more, Postmaster General New says he 
will ask congress to pass a law making an 
armed attack on the mails a capital of- 
fense. 


It is high time these measures were tak- 


en. We have had innumerable robberies of 
the mails in all sections of the country • 
and up to this time nothing effective has 
been done to stop them. Banditry has be- 
come so common and flagrant and defiant 
that it has assailed the federal govern- 
ment itself. This is something that cannot 
be tolerated. 
So far as public opinion is 


concerned, it seems to be indifferent to 
these outrages and to crime in general. 
Its apathy seems to be a concomitant of 
jazzy refinements of politics. 
Anything 


goes, from the expenditure of millions of 
dollars in a senatorial campaign to t.he 
holding up of Uncle Sam at the point of 
a pistol. In the meantime, the people's in- 
terest in public affairs is chiefly concen- 
trated on mountebank politicians who 
complain of everything in general and do 
nothing in particular. •> 
-.- 


We need a few determined, indepen- 


dent, courageous leaders to do what is 
right, regardless of the political game and 
public reaction. 
The -post-office depart- 


ment, and back of it the full power of the 
federal government, should do as Mr. 
New purposes to do, and break up this 
banditry with extreme measures. 
The 


government cannot afford to be put in the 
position in relation to crime that Chicago, 
for instance, is in. If it does we shall soon 
have a-breakdown of all law and^protec- 
tion.

CONSERVATION OF CONVICT HEALTH 


It might Improve the morale of the higher court 


if that Nebraska judge who sentences bootleggers 
to bread and water fare for a reasonable portion of 
their jail sojourn were elevated on the bench. THe 
object xvp have in maintaining prisons 5s to 
crime'. The reformers have practically stopped the 
punishment of crime, by substituting for punish- 
ment a pleasant coddling. This has become a scan- 
dal, and the reform most needed In the present 
prison practice is a reform of the reformers who 
have brought about this disgraceful condition. 


Irrespective 
of the nature or enormity of the 


crime, every prison sentence should automatically 
provide hard labor throughout the term of imprison- 
ment, and whatever "soft" jobs, clerical or execu- 
tive, the running of a prison makes should be filled 
by members of the paid staff or qualified civil em- 
ployes. 


Several years ago I found a murderer acting as 


the one and only assistant for the prison physician, 
in a state's prison where the reformers were get- 
ting in their work. I do not remember whether 
this murderer attended the women prisoners in his 
capacity as assistant, but at the moment he was in 
full chanre of all the unfortunate male prisoners, 
for the regular prison physician had just been oust- 
ed on charses which the warden assured me were 
trumped up purely for political purposes. The war- 
den further assured me that he himself (newly ap- 
pointed) didn't know anything about prison man- 
agement and didn't care a damn—he said he had 
taken the position merely for the sake of political 
patronage. I tell you I have gone pretty straight 
since then, for prison life seemed a lot worse than 
the practice of medicine. 


If a convict has been accustomed to doing honest 


work outside it is a kindness .to let him continue 
that mode of life in prison. If he has /lived by his 
wits outside, then it is likely to uplift and purify 
his soul, if he has any, to teach him the effect of 
honest labor while he is in confinement. 


It is a question apart, what should be done with 


the proceeds of convict labor. The proceeds might 
be divided among the state (the prisoner should 
certainly pay for his o"wn maintenance), the de- 
pendents of the prisoner (if any s'uch are deprived 
of support by his confinement) and the victims who 
suffer from his crime. The old and now obsolete 
:erm "penal servitude" should be revived: the sen- 
:ence should provide punishment at least to the ex- 
:ent of constant hard labor, and servitude to all 
who otherwise suffer in consequense of the convict's 
delinquency.

At present-the theory of jurists as to the appro- 


priate term of imprisonment for various classes of 
crimes and offenders is absurd—they assume that 
the "refined" (which, when analyzed, usually means 
the well to do) criminal suffers as much from a 
brief sentence as the vicious or brutal (that is to 
say, moneyless) one does from a long: sentence, the 
gentleman crook having higher sensibilities, and all 
l sort of slop. All this sickening business grows 


out of the coddling of criminals. If every sentence 
carried hard labor as an inexorable condition, a con- 
dition not to be mollifiel by the whims of the judge 
or the appeals of morally anemic reformers, the 
prisoner's punishment might be fairly adjusted to 
satisfy the respective claims of the state, the con- 
vict's victim and 1'ne convict's innocent dependents. 


Crime calls for punishment. If instead we give 


it" only maudlin sympathy the criminal life takes on 
a romantic tint which is only too well carried out 
in interior jail decorations.

Washington, D. C.—M5)—The num- 


ber of mine accidents during the pres- 
ent year has led the inquiries as to 
whether or not such disasters are on 
the increase. At the United States 
Bureau of Mines no answer can be 
secured to this question, for the very 
good reason that the statistics for 
the year have not been compiled as 
yet and no comparisons can be made 
or conclusions drawn. Unofficially it 
is stated, however .that when the 
figures for the twelve months are 
available it is not in the least likely 
they will show^that mine accidents 
are increasing in number or in ser- 
iousness. 
The'reasons for this belief are that 


under State laws and regulations min- 
ing operations are carried on more 
carefully than ever before, more is 
known a"bout how to prevent mine ex- 
plosion, emergency relief equipment 
and crews are more generally avail- 
able, and both miners and operators 
have been trained in accident preven- 
tion and first aid work through exten- 
sive educational campaigns carried on 
by the Federal Government and by 
various states.

to assist in recue work at some disas- 
ter. 


This Federal agency has no Author- 


ity to regulate mining operations. It 
can merely advise and recommend, 
and all the regulating that' can be 
done must .come through state laws, 
but there" has been noteworthy har- 
mony and cooperation'in the relations 
of the Bureau with the various'state 
boards and commissions. 


In order to conduct the mine safety 


work' to best advantage the mining 
fields of the country have been group- 
ed .within, nine districts, -which are de- 
fined with reference to railroad facili- 
ties and the distribution of mines — 
that is, to rendering the most speedy 
aid possible by both car and station 
personnel in event of a mine accident. 


In its efforts to arouse and maintain 


a general interest in safety, the Bu- 
reau has cooperated actively in the 
holding of district and state, national 
and international first aid and mine 
rescue meets. 
In the first national 


meet held in Pittsburg in 1911, 30 
first aid teams competed; in the last 
international meet, held in Salt Lake 
City, in 1923, 60 teams participated. 


Through the cooperation of opera- 


tors and state officials the Bureau of 
Mines issues reports monthly and an- 
nually, giving by causes- and states, 
the fatalities at coal mines and.- the 
fatal and non-fatal accidents at metal 
mines, quarries, coke ovens, and'men- 
tal-lurgical works other than iron [and 
steel plants. The purpose in publish- 
ing these data, it is stated, is not' to 
fix responsibility' for disasters, or to 
preserve an historic record . of past 
experience, but to make available a 
body of reliably information 'from 
which legislative 
bodies and safety 


engineers can determine what 
the 


hazards are that should receive chief 
attention.

of Mines should' cooperate in efforts 
to prevent^ mine accidents, this

operation to be directed more 1m 
mediately toward research on the 
jetterment of coal mine explosives, 
he UPC of electrical equipment 
in 


mines, and the best methods of pre- 
venting th epropagation 
of explos- 


ons. This proposal was accepted by 
ho American Government. 
Under 


he terms of the cooperation there is 
an interchange of investigators and 
of the results'of tests, and duplica- 
tion of work is avoided. 


Other .preventive measures develop- 


ed by the Bureau of Mines that have 
done toward saving the lives of min 
ers 
include the 
establishment of 


standards fot* electrical 
equipment 


that should be used in mines and 
what are known as permissible ex- 
plosive-. Manufacturers of electrical 
equipment hav.e found it highly ex- 
pedient! to comply with the specifi- 
cations of the Federal agency, anc 
there 'are few mines now where ex- 
plosives are being used that are not 
of. .'the 'type that the Bureau 
ap- 


proves.

about 


this new condition. 


"The .first 
consideration in news 


gathering and publication is based on 
this fact 
of regional distribution. 


These newspapers are published for a 
definite, generally_clearly defined ter- 
ritory." 


"The national advertiser must use 


the paper of the 
region. Neither 


magazine, 
metropolitan newspaper 


nor big circulation weeklies can com- 
pete in house to house distribution 
with the regional newspaper. 


"The most powerful influence which 


a paper lias conies from the manner 
in which it gathers and prints its local 
news. 


INCLUDE LOCAL NEWS 


"The press should never start with- 


out all of it being in the forms. As 
for the amount on the front page that 
must be determined each day. Any 
hard and fast mechanical rules as to 
how many -local heads should be print- 
ed on the first page would be and 
should be useless. .If the editor does 
not kno~w what to do in a case like 
that, get another who does. 


"The local news is the daily history 


of the city in which it is published. 
It determines the extent of circula- 
tion. It is possible to publish a suc- 
cessful newspaper in the very shadow 
of a great city with local news alone. 
The outstanding example is the Brook 
lyn Eagle. 


"Local news, well written, brightly 


written, is the fundamental reason 
x>r the existence of every .newspaper 
I see listed in this association. Noth- 
ing should transpire out of the nor- 
mal regular commonplace life of a 
community which is not chronciled 
within the twenty-four hours in the 
newspaper published in that commun- 
ty. 
"VVe hax'e absolutely pro\'ed In 


our own newspaper, the Janesville 
Daily Gazette, that this is the basis 
of circulation saturation. 


"And 
after local news—that of the 


immediate city in which the newspa 
jer is published—comes the news of

OLD ROYAL FAMILY 


"Bains Deligny" Once Pat- 


ronized by Courtiers of 
Charles the Tenth 


Paris —W)— Parisians, whfi they 


take a notion to bathe, can splash 
around in the same baths patronized 
by the courtiers of Charles the Tenth, 
and later by the Emperor Napoleon 
III himself. 


These baths, know as the "Bains 


Deligny," are 
towed up the Se'ne 


each spring and anchored in front of 
the chamber of deputies. In winter 
they are taken down the river and out 
of Paris, in order to avoid the heavy 
stationing tax. 


BUILT IX 1801 


The Deligny-baths, Turkish in de- 


sign, were built between 1S01 and 
1803. and are among the few open air 
baths that have remained in' Paris 
since the coming of modern plumbing. 
At one time it was great fashion to 
bathe in the Seine, there being no 
fewer than thirty baths anchored in 
the river. The popularity of the bi- 
cycle ended the fashion. The Paris- 
ians, finding 
Insufficient 
for both 


sports, gave up the bathing. 


The reign of Charles the 
Tenth 


was the most flourishing time for 
the "Bains Deligny." Only the aris- 
tocracy used 
them in those 
days. 


There was a surgeon and a hairdress- 
'er always in attendance, the words 
"Bennoit Coiffeur" 
still being . dis- 


tinguishable under the coats of paint 
put on the walls from time to time. 
A restaurant that belonged to the 
original baths is now a cafe, but the 
paintings of-the old days are still to 
be seen on the walls. 


NAPOLEON'S CABIN 


A catafalque intended.T legend says, 
to convey the remains of the f.rst 
Napoleon from Havre to Paris, when 
his body was brought home from St. 
Helena, was built at the baths. But 
the river froze that winter, and Na- 
poleon's body had to be brought over- 
land from Havre.
